The Separatist demonstration here 
festerday terminated in a veritable 
Inassacre. 

Military Police Blamed. 

The French occupation authorities 
hold the German’ green military 
police—the Security police—respon- 
sible for the outbreak, declaring that 
they started the shooting, in which 
the communist groups later joined. 
The hospitals and police barracks 
are filled with wounded, and French 
military doctors are rendering all 
possible assistance. 

The French authorities late in the 
evening sent out patrols to round up 
all the Security police they could find 
in the streets. and placed under ar- 
rest all those still held in reserve at 
headquarters. 

The city awoke early yesterday 
teeming with excitement; thousands 
were’ abroad, in spite of an appeal 
addressed to the population to re- 
main indoors. 

25 Trains Bring Manifestants. 


Street cars, automobiles and other 
vehitlies were absent from the streets, 
ond the hotels and stores had all low- 
ered=their iron and steel gratings. 
About 11 o’clock the first of the 25 
trains bearing the manifestants to 
Duesseldorf arrived and was received 
by a company of Rhineland public 
militia, which had just sworn al- 
legiance to the green, white and red 
ilag. 

Seon after noon all the mani- 
festants from points in the “Rhine- 
land Republic” had reached the city 
und a procession had marched behind 
innumerable green, white and red 
Republican emblems to Hindenburg 
strasse—a thoroughfare 200 feet 
wide by 1000 feet long, adorned with 
heroic size statues of William I, Bis- 
marck and Von Moltke. 

The procession filed past in im- 
pressive marching order to the num- 
ber of about 15,000 Republicans, but

One 
spectator, Who was present when the 
firing began, asserted that the se- 
curity police did not interfere until 
they saw a group of antiseparatists, 
lined up in side streets, firing old 
army revolvers. point-blank at the 
Rhinelanders. This spectator—an 
American newspaper, photographer, 
said he saw several Separatists 
killed or wounded by the antisepa- 
ratists before the police took a 
hand.

so enraged that the soldiers had 
dificulty in stopping them from kill- 
ing the police...

Later in the evening armored 
cars patrolled the streets and guards 
were placed in all the buildings in 
the city occupied by the French.

GRIMM ASKS FOR GRAND JURY

Illinois Central System Third Largest 
Railroad in Freight Traffic 


The productivity of the territory served by the Illinois Central System is strik- 
ingly reflected in the increased traffic handled by the road. Although the Illi- 
nois Central System (independently of the Central of Georgia, which is operated 
separately) ranks fourteenth among.the railway systems of the country in mileage, 
Jast year it ranked third in volume of freight traffic handied. The freight traf- 
fic record of the Illinois Central System in 1922 was surpassed by the freight traf- 
fic records of only the Pennsylvania and New York Central, the railway systems 
ranking respectively first and second in mileage. 


The Illinois Central System showed iucreases in both freight and passenger busi- 
ness for 1922. Passenger traffic (measured by the number of passengers carried 
one mile) actually decreased nearly 6 per cent for all of the Class I railroads in 
1922 as compared with 1921, but the Lilinois Central System registered an increase 
of two-tenths of 1 per cent. Freight traffic (measured by the number of tons of 
freight carried one mile) increased only 934 per cent for all of the Class I railroads 
in 1922 as compared with 1921, but the Illinois Central System registered an in 
crease of 21 4-5 per cent. 


These increases in both passenger and freight business made possible the Illinois 
Central System’s unusually favorable showing in total operating revenues for 1922 
in the face of the fact that on the average both passenger and freight rates were 
lower than-in 1921. . 


Since the first of this year the traffic of the Dlinois Central System, both passen- 
ger and freight, has increased substantially over that handled in the corresponding 
period of last year. The number of passengers carried one mile by the Illinois 
Central System in the seven months ended July 31, 1923, was greater by 12 2/3 
per cent than the passenger traffic handled in the first seven months of 1922. 
The number of tons of freight carried one mile by the Illinois Central.System in 
the seven months ended July 31, 1923, was greater by 32 per cent than the freight 
traffic handled in the first seven months of 1922. Despite the growth of passenger 
and freight traffic in its territory, the Illinois Central System has kept abreast of 
the situation so well, through additions and improvements to its plant and through 
the splendid co-operation of its employes and patrons, that this year’s unprece- 
dented business has been handled with marked efficiency. Moreover, the Illinojs 
Central System enters the Fall and Winter better prepared than ever before to 
discharge its obligations to the public. 


This exceptional showing speaks for itself. It should be a source of gratifi- 
cation to the patrons as well as to the employes of the Illinois Central System. It 
represents joint effort and joint success. It is not alone a gain for our railroad ; 
it is a splendid record for the territory our railroad serves. |

Queen Mary’s sole real concern 
now, so far as her family goes, is the 
Prince of Wales, who is nearly 30 
years old and has not yet married. 
The Queen says she does not wish 
to hurry him to a decision~—and in- 
deed she is powerless to do so save 
by her tender maternal influence. 
“But I do wish the dear boy would 
settle down,’”’ she often says. 

It is a serious problem, if only 
financially, as to how royalty is to 
continue to hold its posftion in these 
days. During the war the King re- 
duced his. income considerably, giv- 
ing to public charity a portion of 
the capital whihc belongs to the 
-Crown by English law. And the de- 
mands upon the King’s purse for 
charity are increasing instead of de- 
creasing.

prestige. That is, he must not ask 
others to subscribe to charitable 
funds to which he does not give 
money himself.
